Under our form of government to 
make selection of districts tor pro­ 
tection by legal requirement would 
be difficult, not to say impossible; to 
compel all districts which would in­ 
clude those w here rarely or never, so 
far, has frost injury occurred, in our 
time, would seem to be neither legal 
nor Just.

This indicates that the individual is 
not helpless, for he has only to go to 
the expense of firing 
an additional 
number of pots on his borders. 
Since we are subject to cold of a 
night’s duration, that may continue 
for successive nights, fuel and fuel 
containers should be in place to last 
as long as may be needed; this prep­ 
aration is needed to save the labor 
and provide for the rest of the work­ 
ers on the days following the night 
work.
